Peru accomplished another 
great feat by holding mighty 
Holland to a scoreless draw in 
Mendoza. 

Aithough Hoiiand had more of the 
baii, the totai footbaii concept 
fioundered on a tight Peruvian 
defence where Chumpitaz reigned 
supreme. , 

In the midfieid, veteran Peru striker 
Cubillas had another great game, 
outfoxing his Dutch counterparts. 

Johannes Neeskens jooked jaded 
and after a siight injury was repiaced 
by Nanninga.

‘Captain Passareiia did not iook the 
gift horse in the mouth and duiy 
converted. 

In the 61st minute Bathenay’s shot 
rebounded from the crossbar and 
Piatini knocked the baii in for the 
equaliser. 

Barely 15 minutes from the end 
Argentina went into the iead when the 
aggressive and powerfui Luque’s ieft 
foot shot from 18 metres into the 
corner. 

The jast hope for the Tricoiors 
came five minutes iater when Six was 
cieariy brought down inside the box 
but the Swiss referee thought 
otherwise. 


In Cordoba a revitalised West 
Germany wiped the fioor with a 
weak and amateurish Mexico, 
winning 6-0. 

Right from the beginning the 
German's put the Mexican goai under 
seige and two quick goais by Dieter 
Muiier and Hansi Muiler set the tone 
for the game. 

Rummenigge scored the third in 
the 37th minute, and then Fiohe’s 
glorious dipping shot just before haif 
time kilied off the Mexican 
resistance. ; 

In the second haif the Germans 
siowed up but stiii remained in full 
controi of the match. 

Rummenigge added the fifth in the 
Tist minute and then midfieider Fiohe 
smashed home the iast of the six 
goais in a one sided encounter. 

The German changes for the game 
had a beneficiai result. 

Dietz came in for Zimmermann, 
Rummenigge for Abramezik, Dieter 
Muiier for Beer and the team became 
much faster and more direct. 

One of the heroes of Germany was 
Hansi Muiier, oniy 21, and improving 
with every match for this country, and 
deveioping into a new star. 


Spain labored for a narrow win 
over the awkward Swedes when 
they should have won by four 
goais. 

The short Spaniards contrasted 


sharpiy with the giant Swedes yet. 


they compieteiy outwitted and 
outpiayed them. 

The difference in technique was 
Qiaring in the Spaniards favour and 
they created a dozen chances but 
missed ali except one when captain 
Asensi swept through alone to score 
a magnificent goai. 

But for goaiie Heiistroem Sweden 
couid have suffered an embarrassing 
defeat. 

This Swedish team's oniy attributes 
are physical strength and stamina but 
footbaii wise they are no better than 
Austraiia.

Oceania rolls 
for Australia 


Australia will be back in the Oceania Confedera- 


‘tion in October. 


This is the certain outcome of 
Taiwan's resignation from the 
Confederation, according to 
Australian Soccer Federation 
secretery, Brian Le Fevre, who 
arrived back from the FIFA 
Congress in Buenos Aires jast 
Friday. 

“The Austraiian Federation 
couid not rejoin Oceania whiist 
Taiwan remained in mem- 
bership. 

Taiwan purports to represent 
the whole of China, whereas the 
Australian Government re- 
cognised the Peopies Republic 
of China. 

FIFA is likely to give Oceania 
representation on its executive 
once it is sure that Australia and 
New Zealand can work together 
harmoniously as the major 
partners, along with Papua-New 
Guinea and Fiji. 

Australia’s re-entry was also 
made possibie by the removal of 
executive officers as voting 
members of Oceania — now on- 
iy countries will vote. 

Associate members New 
Caiedonia, New Hebrides, Tahiti 
and iater Solomon Islands will 
have one voie on internal matters 
as against two for full members. 

On the FIFA scene there 
seems to be no chance that 
the 1982 World Cup in Spain 
will go beyond 16 entrants. 

Technicaliy the series couid 
be expanded to 20 or even 24 
countries, but most nations re- 
alise that there is a iimit to the 
time over which the Worid Cup 
can be conducted. 

And obviousiy former ~Ham- 
burg coach Rudi Gutendorf has

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PSL CLUBS NEED 
TO BOOST PACE 


Remember back to when it was thought that the 
Philips League would take from three to four years 


to establish successfully? 


Now a five-year term seems a 
more realistic Span. 

And it wiii be necessary to 
increase the speed and quaiity of the 
Operation to achieve even that 
timetabie. 

These viewpoints come after just 
1% years of experiment and 
progress. - 

Space does not permit us to deive 
too deepiy in some aspects of match 
Promotion, but it is true that certain 
patterns have emerged. 

For example, Canberra City and 
Newcastie United have proved their 
abliity to promote and to interest 
multi-ethnic communities. 

Adeiaide City and West Adelaide 
Nave struck some rocks, but their 
potential in grounds, management, 
public reiations and piaying strength 
has been proved 

Brisbane teams Lions and City 
have so far faiied to increase support 
this year, in spite of a standard of 
olay and administration~ that 
Queensiand has never enjoyed 
before 

Greek-orientated South Meibourne 
and Fitzroy have produced some fine 

* crowds, yet neither has found the key 
to more geneérai pubiic support. 

Footscray have piayed some 
attractive football without securing a 
big enough base for nationai 
operations. : 

Which brings us to the two areas of 
tremendous chailenge — 
Woijongong and Sydney. 

Woilongong soccer interests 
shouid be moving quickiy to find a 
way into the Australian League. 

They have many, many thousands 
of potential customers. Newcastie is 
the exampie to them of how to strike 
white the iron is hot, and APIA of the 
difficuity of moving too iate. 

Sydney does, however, present a 
much more compiex situation than 
the Iliawarra. 

The PSL became a reaiity due to 
the sponsorship by Philips, and to the 
spiendid work of St. George, 
Easts-Hakoah, Western Suburbs, 
Marconi and Sydney Oiympic. 

The first-mentioned trio have had 
successes without mustering the 
attendances necessary to justify their 
piaces. 

And the whoie enterprise, simply 
stated, is about people. 

Because of the peopie factor, there 
needs to be a rationalisation of 
resources, and pundits are. claiming 
that Sydney can. fieid anything from 
two to five teams. 

It is my belief that, in the medium 
term, four clubs would be a sensible 
proposition, two in the city and one 


each in the western baad southern 
areas. 

However, five is the going rate, and 
as probably no ciub wili vote itseif 
out, amaigamations become a more 
Practicabie solution as every day 
passes. 

Sydney couid be divided into 
districts, with a totai potentiai of 
600,000-750,000 peopie per ciub. 

From the city end, Sydney Oiympic 
couid become a iong term viabie 
concern, to which might be added 
Sydney City, being an amaigamation 
of the Hakoah, Wests and APIA 
interests. 

Marconi has proved itseif a ciub o} 
outstanding perception and vision. It 
could become Liverpooi and cover 
the whoie deep south of the Sydney 
piain. 

St. George may need to search ou' 
suitable partners to boost its 
attendances, if promotions aione do 
not do the trick. 

Parramatta shouid provide the 
other club, and the oniy presen 
means of bringing it into being wouid 


invoive a consortium of Auburn, 
Meiita Eagies, Granvilie and 
Toongabbie. 


If some move such as this does not 
occur then the whoie west of Sydney 
wili eventually remain a fragmented 
write-off. 

Those who beijieve that these 
moves are far-fetched might refiect 
on the fact that many thought that the 
Phiiios League was the same. Today 
itis reality. 

This is the age of new methods, 
professional promotion, first rate 
spectator facilities, eiectronic media, 
and modern transportation. 

Under proper~ conditions such 
matches as Sydney City v Liverpooi 
(Marconi}, Liveroooi v Parramatta, 
Sydney Oiympic v Sydney City, etc., 
could be vitai promotions in a 
successful national chain. 

“In 1977 the PSL Paid out $218,000 
for air fares, much of which was 
subsidised by Phiiios Industries. 

Why not price out some match 
scheduies on the North American 
modei, which departs from the direct 
home and away principie, to see if 
better resuits can be obtained at less 
cost. 

The Phiiios League simpiy has to 
get down to more pianning at ciub 
tevei, 

Such pianning wouid provide the 
reai start, because away beyond 
even that situation again are the 
standards to be reached if we are to 
uitimately have our own Reai 
Madrids, Milans, Liverpoois, Cosmos 
and ais:

GOALIE SAYS HOLD 
THE BALL 


Ray Clemence’s doubts about the handling of 
Continental and South American goalkeepers in an 
interview before the opening match of the Worid 
Cup, have so far proved correct. 


“Continental goaikeepers tend 
to be trained to push the ball 
away, even when they have a 
clear view of it. 


‘In Engiand the tendency is to 
hoid everything if possible, and 
then if you can't get a fix on it, 
either punch it hard or push it 
around the post,” was his com- 
ment after being asked about the 
European’s standard of 
goalkeeping. 

Ray feeis that the Continentai 
goaiies try to be a bit too spec- 
tacuiar, throwing themseives into 
breathtaking dives to take easy 
caiches where a step or two to 
ihe side wouid suffice. 

“Personally | feei- that 
pyschoiogy comes into it, for if a 
geaiie can take down a hard 
shot from a forward with oniy a 
step to the side, it is going to 
frustrate the forward who will 
think “What do | have to do to 
beat this guy, he didn’t even 
dive for that one.” : 

As seen on the ABC in the Cup 
matches, several goais have 
come from keepers dropping 
balis or parrying them in front of 
their goai, and this fumbiing en- 
courages strikers to hit iong 
shots, which have “produced 
some spectacuiar goais. 

Unfortunately from the 
goaikeeping point of view, Ray
